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In an action for an interest in property, rather than damages, the value of the property 
interest at issue determines the amount in controversy for jurisdictional purposes. 


Generally, when a suit is for an interest in personal property! or real property, rather than damages, 
the value of the property interest at issue determines the amount in controversy for jurisdictional 


purposes.” In an action for property damages, the value of the property at issue determines the 


amount in controversy.” 


Under some statutes, in proceedings to eject a tenant, the annual value of the right of occupancy 


determines the jurisdiction of the courts.“ 
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The pecuniary value of an insurer's obligation to tender a defense to its insured, as a property 
interest of the insured, in an underlying suit implicating the coverage issue, is properly considered 


in determining the existence of the jurisdictional amount in an action to determine coverage.”
